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REMARKS 

Claims 1-57 are pending in this application. Claims 1-4, 10-13, 19-22,28-29,32-37,43-46, 
52, 53, 56 and 57 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Huang et al . 
(U.S. Pat. No. 6,122,713) in view of Nakatsugawa (U.S. Pat. No. 6,138,165). This rejection is now 
moot in view of the cancellation of claims 1-4, 10-13, 19-22, 28-29, 32-37, 43-46, 52, 53, 56 and 
57. 

Claims 5-9, 14-18, 23-27, 30, 31, 38-42, 47-51 and 54-55 have been objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 5-9, 14-18, 23-27, 30, 31, 38-42, 47-51 and 54-55 have been so rewritten and 
Applicants believed these claims should now be allowable. 

In view of the aforementioned amendments and accompanying remarks, claims 5-9, 14-18, 
23-27, 30, 31, 38-42, 47-51 and 54-55, as amended, are believed to be allowable and in condition 
for allowance, which action, at an early date, is respectfully requested.
